PAINTSVILLE - A Johnson 
County woman who was connected 
to the murder of a Johnson County 
couple last year was formally sen- 
tenced Friday in Johnson Circuit 
Court to serve three years, for which 



sentenced, eligible for parole 



she received a 290-day jail credit and 
is already eligible for parole unless 
she is mandated to serve out the rest 
of her term. 

Amanda Fannin entered an 
amended plea agreement in June to 
hindering prosecution. Fannin’s 
amended plea agreement also charg- 
es her with flagrant non-support and 
promoting contraband and recom- 



mends she be sentenced to three 
years for each offense with the sen- 
tences to run concurrently for a total 
of three years. 

Fannin is the girlfriend of Wil- 
liam “Willie” Blanton, who was sen- 
tenced to serve two life sentences for

Ex-clinic 
doctor 
requests 
trial delay

PIKEVILLE — An attorney 
for a former Paintsville pain clin- 
ic doctor charged with federal 
drug offenses has asked for a 
delay in his scheduled August 
trial, indicating in court papers 
that an end in the case may be 
near. 

Rano Bofill’s attorney filed a 
motion Monday in U.S. District 
Court asking for a continuance of 
the Aug. 19 trial, saying the 
request is “not made solely for 
the purpose of delay.’ 

The attorney, Marc S . Murphy 
of Louisville, also said the U.S. 
Attorney’s Office has “agreed to 
join” in the motion. 

“Both parties are working dili- 
gently on a non- trial disposition 
of this matter, and material prog- 
ress is being made,” the motion 
says. 

A judge had not ruled on the 
motion at press time Tuesday. 

Bofill’s trial was originally set 
for May 28, but Judge Amul R. 
Thapar granted a defense request 
for a continuance, rescheduling 
the trial for Aug. 19 in federal 
court in Lexington. 

Bofill was a doctor at the now- 
closed Care More Pain Manage- 
ment, which was owned by Tam- 
my Cantrell and Shelby Lackey. 
All three were indicted in Sep-

INEZ — A car chase that origi- 
nated in Lawrence County over a 
stolen lawnmower wound up in 
Martin County, where the individu- 
als in the car struck a police cruiser, 
a pickup truck and a 5 -year-old boy. 

Martin County Sheriff Garmon 
Preece said the boy is currently in a 
hospital in Huntington, W.Va., 
undergoing treatment for serious 
injuries suffered from being struck 
by the car. 

“He was hurt pretty bad and had 
some major injuries,” Preece said. 

Officials are still searching for 
Nicholas Marcum, who was report- 
edly driving the vehicle at the time 
of the crash. 

Marcum’s passenger, Amanda 
Burchett, was transported by Net- 
Care Ambulance Service to Three 
Rivers Medical Center in Louisa for 
treatment of her injuries. 

Lawrence County Chief Sher- 
iff’s Deputy Mark Wheeler 
explained that they originally 
received a call from a property own- 
er who said they had seen someone 
on camera stealing their lawnmow- 
er. 

“Lawrence County Sheriff Gar- 
rett Roberts, who was out on patrol, 
spotted a vehicle matching the 
description and pulled it over, then

Assault charge against CVE officer dismissed

LOUISA — An assault charge 
against a Commercial Vehicle 
Enforcement officer was dismissed 
last Wednesday in Lawrence Dis- 
trict Court. 

CVE officer Darvin Marsillett 
was charged with misdemeanor 
assault in connection with a Feb. 21 
arrest in which the owner of three 
coal trucks, Bobby J. Adkins Jr., 
was cited for traffic violations as 
well as other offenses. 

Marsillett filed a motion to dis- 
miss the charge, and Floyd County 
Commonwealth’s Attorney Brent 
Turner, who was appointed special 



prosecutor in the case, agreed with 
the request. 

In his response to the motion, 
Turner said the privilege contained 
in KRS 503.090 (1), which states 
that a police officer or other person 
acting under official authority is 
privileged to use physical force 
upon another person if they believe 
it is necessary to effect the arrest 
and if it is made known what the 
purpose of the arrest is to the per- 
son being arrested, would bar pros- 
ecution of the defendant for misde- 
meanor assault. 

Turner also said in his response 
that Marsillett arrested the com- 
plaining witness and an indictment 
was subsequently returned against 
him for felony assault on Marsillett. 



“In returning that indictment, 
the Grand Jury has found probable 
cause to believe that the crime 
occurred and that Marsillett’s arrest 
of the complaining witness was 
valid and lawful,” Turner said in his 
response. 

Marsillett, through his attorney, 
C. David Mussetter of Catlettsburg, 
filed the motion to dismiss July 3 . 

The motion said that on Feb. 21 , 
Marsillett and other officers were 
acting in the course and scope of 
their duties with the Kentucky State 
Police. While they were conducting 
a federal safety inspection on a 
tractor trailer stopped on U.S. 23, 
they were confronted by a man later 
identified as Bobby J Adkins, who 
claimed to be the owner of BJJR 



Transport Inc., of Fort Gay, W.Va., 
the motion said. 

Adkins was irritated that the 
BJJR Transport truck had been 
stopped and the driver was being 
cited for numerous safety viola- 
tions, the motion said, and was 
asked to leave the area and not 
interfere with the inspection by 
officer Jess Staggs. 

Adkins turned to leave the area 
of the stop, but when Staggs turned 
his back, Adkins ignored the offi- 
cer’s directions and returned to the 
truck, the motion said. 

Marsillett observed Adkins 
standing on the side of the stopped 
vehicle and directed him to step 
down from the side of the truck and 
to leave the traffic stop area or be 



arrested, the motion said. Instead of 
leaving, Adkins became “belliger- 
ent and began cursing the officers,” 
stating that he would not comply 
with their directive and leave the 
area, the motion said. 

Based upon Adkins’ actions, 
Marsillett placed him under arrest 
and put his hand on Adkins’ arm to 
effectuate the arrest, the motion 
said. 

Adkins abruptly turned around 
and began swinging at Marsillett, 
striking him in the shoulder, the 
motion said. Adkins was taken to 
the ground and placed in handcuffs 
without further incident, according

to the motion. 

Mussetter filed a motion 
requesting a special prosecu- 
tor and for Lawrence County 
Attorney Mike Hogan to be 
replaced due to a conflict of 
interest. 

Hogan, who showed up at 
the scene of the incident, said 
previously that he planned to 
prosecute the case against 
Marsillett and that he didn’t 
see a conflict of interest but 
agreed to willingly withdraw 
himself. 

Hogan filed a response to 
the request for a special pros- 
ecutor May 21, in which he 
accused CVE officials of 
using “Gestapo-type tactics.” 

In his written response to 
the motion, Hogan said facts 
“concerning the county attor- 
ney’s involvement in this 
case clearly demonstrate that 
there is no conflict of interest 
warranting recusal.” 

“First and foremost, the 
defendant’s version of the 
facts on Feb. 21, indicate that 
the involvement of the under- 
signed (Hogan) on the day in 
question was after the com- 
plaining witness had been 
arrested and transported from 
the scene of the arrest,” 
Hogan’s response said. 
“Therefore, it is impossible 
for Mr. Hogan to be a witness 
to the events surrounding the 
case charged herein. Howev- 
er there are multiple other 
allegations and innuendos 
strewn about in the unveri- 
fied motion that attempt to 
present a scenario warranting 
appointment of a special 
prosecutor without one cita- 
tion to legal precedent.” 

In the request for a special 
prosecutor, Mussetter said 
that Hogan arrived at the 
scene and became “very loud 
and irate” and that he stated 
he was in charge and that the 
officers were going to let all 
the stopped vehicles go and 
the guys who were driving 
them were going to drive 
them away and no citations 
would be issued. He said that 
if his directive wasn’t fol- 
lowed, things were going to 



“get really bad for the offi- 
cers and even worse for Mar- 
sillett,” the motion said. 

According to the motion, 
Hogan allegedly stated “he 
would see that all charges 
were dismissed in such a way 
that Marsillett would get 
sued.” 

“In an attempt to make 
good on his threat that things 
were going to get real bad for 
the officers, without notice to 
KSP, Hogan obtained an 
Exp arte Order, without a 
hearing, releasing the 
impounded vehicles which 
were the subject of numerous 
safety and legal violations. 
Hogan also attempted to 
obtain an arrest warrant for 
Marsillett on Friday after- 
noon after hours, without 
fully advising the Court of all 
the pertinent facts surround- 
ing the stop,” the motion 
said. “A number of KSP, 
CVE Officers appeared at 
Adkins initial arraignment in 
District Court to ensure the 
charges were not improperly 
dismissed by the County 
Attorney’s Office. Adkins 
was subsequently indicted 
for third-degree assault by a 
Lawrence County Grand 
Jury, which found there was 
probable cause to charge 
him.” 

The motion also noted an 
interview Hogan did with 
The Big Sandy News in 
which he said Adkins’ wife 
had contacted him by cell 
phone seeking assistance for 
her husband and he said he 
would take care of it and that 
his idea of taking care of it 
was to get Adkins released. 
Hogan also said during the 
interview that Adkins lived 
in the same subdivision and 
that their children had attend- 
ed Trinity Christian Acade- 
my together. 

“Hogan’s extraordinary 
actions and unusual conduct 
in the case clearly demon- 
strate that he is prejudiced in 
this matter and that he and 
other members of his staff 
are likely to be material wit- 
nesses in the proceedings,” 
the motion requesting a spe- 
cial prosecutor said. 
“Attempting to influence the

actions of law enforcement 
officers and making threats 
against them for carrying out 
their duties in an effort to 
assist a neighbor who had 
been cited for violation of the 
law is not in keeping with the 
duties and responsibilities of 
the County Attorney’s 
Office.” 

Hogan argued in his 
response that the legal stan- 
dard is that a prosecutor has 
the responsibility of a “min- 
ister of justice and not sim- 
ply that of an advocate.” 

Hogan also said in his 
response that “Prosecutors 
are given broad discretion in 
determining what cases to 
charge, trial tactics, grand 
jury proceedings, plea nego- 
tiations and appellate 
review,” Hogan’s response 
said. “Indeed numerous cas- 
es involving racial profiling, 
abetting police brutality, 
corruption, political repres- 
sion and subornation of per- 
jury.” 

Pursuant to S.CR 
3.130(3.8), Hogan said, “A 
prosecutor shall refrain from 
prosecuting a charge that the 
prosecutor knows is not sup- 
ported by probable cause.” 

“This became the under- 
signed’s job and duty on the 
date that he involved him- 
self in the illegal and unwar- 
ranted impounding of com- 
mercial vehicles,” Hogan 
said in his response. “Prior 
to the arrest of the complain- 
ing witness, Bobby J. 
Adkins Jr., he and his wife 
Amy arrived at the scene to 
present documents to the 
commercial vehicle enforce- 
ment officers to prove they 
had the necessary insurance, 
UCR sticker and registra- 
tion. However, the officers 
refused the paperwork 
offered to them as proof. 
They even refused to look at 
it when told by the County 
Attorney that he could 
obtain a copy for them. The 
reasons the documents were 
refused can only be specu- 
lated as to why. However 
their Gestapo-type tactics on 
that day leave no doubt that 
their goal was to impound 
the vehicles in question and 
to cause as much financial 
pain as possible to Adkins, 



his company, family and 
employees.” 

Hogan said he views his 
standing up for people in 
this situation as simply his 
doing his job and that no 
American citizen should 
have their property confis- 
cated when it is legally oper- 
ating. 

Hogan also said in his 
response that further charg- 
es against Marsillett were 
initiated only after an inde- 
pendent inquiry by his office 
and an interview of an eye- 
witness who “unequivocally 
stated” that Marsillett, with- 
out provocation, slammed 
Adkins to the ground, which 
was taken in conjunction 
with what Adkins had 
already stated had occurred. 

Hogan added in his 
response that he is a neigh- 
bor and that their children 
go to school together, but 
that Louisa is a small com- 
munity and if he were 
required to recuse himself 
from cases involving neigh- 
bors or individuals who 
have children in the same 
class or school, a special 
prosecutor would be neces- 
sary in about 75 percent of 
the cases in Lawrence 
County. 
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High School prior to accept- 
ing the MES position. 

• Terry Quillen at Warf- 
ield Elementary. Quillen 
spent four and a half years 
as director of student cul- 
ture/assistant principal at 
Sheldon Clark High School. 
Prior to that, he was math 
specialist and intervention- 
ist in the Martin County 
School District and 16 years 
as a math teacher in the 
Johnson County School 
District. He also served in 
various coaching positions. 

• Michael Marcum at 
Inez Elementary. Marcum 
was principal of Warfield 
Elementary for six years 
prior to accepting the job at 
IES.

tember 2012 on federal 
charges of conspiring to dis- 
tribute and unlawfully dis- 
pense pain pills at the clinic. 

Cantrell, 40, of Oil 
Springs, and Lackey, 50, of 
Williamsport, entered guilty 
pleas in April in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court at Pikeville to 
conspiracy to distribute and 
unlawfully dispense oxyco- 
done and to maintaining 
drug-involved premises. 
They are scheduled to be 
sentenced Sept. 5. 

Bofill was employed by 
Care More after Dr. Richard 
Albert left and opened his 
own business. Albert was 
later indicted on federal 
drug charges, pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced in June 
to 75 months in federal pris- 



on. 

Approximately 60 ,000 
Percocet pills were distrib- 
uted by Bofill and Albert 
while they were employed 
at Care More, according to 
court documents. 

During Albert’s tenure, 
the Kentucky Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Office received infor- 
mation and complaints from 
local law enforcement that 
the clinic was “seeing large 
numbers of patients,” and 
investigators from the office 
conducted surveillance at 
the facility and on Albert, 
the agreements say. 

After Albert resigned, 
Cantrell and Lackey hired 
Bofill, who “largely contin- 
ued the prescribing practic- 
es of Albert,” court papers 
say.

pleading guilty to the murder 
of his parents, Larry and San- 
dra Blanton, and then hiding 
their bodies. Blanton also 
pleaded guilty to tampering 
with physical evidence and 10 
counts of forged checks, 
attempting to fill his father’s 
prescription at a Paintsville 
pharmacy and being a persis- 
tent felony offender. 

Fannin originally entered a 
plea deal with the common- 
wealth’s attorney office in 
February to provide informa- 
tion regarding the location of 
the bodies of Blanton’s par- 
ents in exchange for charges 
being dismissed against her 
and to prevent the common- 
wealth from seeking the death 
penalty in William Blanton’s 
case. 



Fannin was indicted last 
year for promoting contra- 
band and flagrant non- sup- 
port, both charges unrelated to 
the case, but along with Blan- 
ton had been considered a 
suspect in the case involving 
his missing parents. 

Fannin alleged in the origi- 
nal plea deal that she wasn’t 
present when Larry and San- 
dra Blanton were killed, and 
that she only became aware of 
their murders after the fact. 
But information came to light 
later that she may have had a 
hand in the murder of at least 
Sandra Blanton, and the com- 
monwealth’s attorney office 
sought to have the plea deal 
voided. 

William Blanton pleaded 
guilty to murdering his par- 
ents and was formally sen- 
tenced June 17 to serve two 
life sentences without the pos- 



sibility of parole. 

Johnson County Coroner 
J.R. Frisby said that a prelimi- 
nary autopsy of Larry and 
Sandra Blanton showed that 
they had died of blunt force 
trauma to the head and to the 
trunk. The official date of 
their deaths was established as 
Sept. 7, 2012, through an 
investigation conducted by 
the Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

The couple’s remains were 
found buried in an area by a 
barn on their Oil Springs 
property, approximately 4-4.5 
feet down in the dirt and 
beneath a heavy pile of horse 
manure, according to Frisby. 

Larry and Sandra Blanton 
went missing in September 
2012 . 

Willie Blanton was arrest- 
ed Oct. 8, 2012, after he tried 
to fill his father’s prescription 



at a Paintsville pharmacy, but 
wasn’t charged with their 
murder until the bodies were 
recovered in February. 

In the plea deal, Blanton 
received five years for each 
offense, which was enhanced 
to 10 years because he is a 
persistent felony offender. 
The sentences will run con- 
currently with those for the 
murder charges. Blanton also 
received 253 days jail credit 
for the time he has already 
been incarcerated, but based 
upon the guilty plea, will not 
be eligible for parole and must 
serve out his entire sentence. 

Family members read 
impact statements during 
Blanton’s formal sentencing, 
during which they said they 
would never understand how 
he could have committed such 
“horrible acts” against his par- 
ents.

spoke with the driver and pas- 
senger,” Wheeler said. “They 
gave a false name and when 
Garrett asked him to step out 
of the vehicle, he started the 
vehicle back up and took off. 
She (Burchett) will definitely 
face complicity charges." 

Roberts gave chase for a 
time, and at one point infor- 
mation came over the scanner 
that Johnson and Martin coun- 
ties were being contacted in 
case the couple headed in their 
direction. 

“It was pouring the rain, 
and after a few minutes, Gar- 
rett called off the chase,” 
Wheeler said. “It was a push 
mower, worth maybe $100. I 
think there was some other 
items, like maybe a gas can 
and a weedeater, but we don’t 
know for sure until the owner 
comes and tells us.” 

The chase picked back up 
in Martin County after Martin 
County Sheriff’s Deputy Wes 
Horn spotted a vehicle on Rt. 
645 with a lawnmower stick- 
ing out the back. 

“I attempted to do a traffic 
stop, but they fled and were 
doing 105-110 miles an hour,” 
Horn said. “We originally 
thought it was a Sunfire, but it 
was an Escort, and they had 
just bought it. It belonged to 
the female passenger,” Horn 
said. “They got to the intersec- 
tion at the end of Rt. 645 and 
turned left, back toward Inez. 
They were driving very fast 
and were passing cars in 
curves and across double yel- 



low lines. I was scared that 
they were going to hit some- 
one head on and kill them.” 

Inez Police Chief Adam 
Crum was coming toward the 
speeding car when Marcum 
crashed in front of Evans 
Hardware, police said. 

“I was coming around the 
curve from the other end of 
town in their direction, and 
when they rounded the curve, 
a truck that had been making a 
delivery was there and they 
were going really fast,” Crum 
said. “They hit their brakes 
and slid through the parking 
lot and struck a cruiser in the 
parking lot as well as a truck 
owned by Mike Sweeney.” 

Crum said that at the time 
he couldn’t tell whether the 
boy had been struck by the 
vehicle or tossed out of the 
way to prevent being struck. 
But Preece said the serious- 
ness of the injuries discovered 
after he was taken to the hos- 
pital showed that he had to 
have been hit by the car. 

“The driver, Marcum, took 
off and headed into the hills,” 
Crum said. 

Both Crum and Horn 
reviewed video collected by 
Evans Hardware security cam- 
eras. 

“He is facing multiple felo- 
ny charges in Martin County,” 
Preece said.
